It's  Party  Time 

The  party,  a  pediatric  preadmis- 
sion program,  will  be  offered  each 
Thursday  afternoon  from  4:15-6:00 
p.m.  to  serve  the  needs  of  children 
who  are  to  be  hospitalized  for 
elective  surgery  or  medical  treat- 
ment.

A  Certificate  of  Need 

A  certificate  of  need  for  cancer 
center  construction  was  awarded 
to  the  VCU  Board  of  Visitors  by 
the  State  Department  of  Health.  A 
four-floor  addition  to  the  E.G. 
Williams  (North)  Hospital  will  be 
built,  and  adjacent  areas  will  be 
renovated.  The  addition  is 
scheduled  to  be  completed  in  the 
summer  of  1981. 

Masonic  Order  Donates 

The  Samis  Grotto  Masonic  order 
donated  the  proceeds  of  their  an- 
nual dinner  dance  to  the  medical 
oncology  cancer  research 
facilities.  The  funds  will  be  used  to 
purchase  an  automated  counter  of 
radioactive  samples. 

Since  1947,  when  Samis  Grotto 
equipped  the  cancer  research  labo- 
ratory, more  than  $40,000  has  been 
donated  by  the  organization  to 
purchase  equipment  which  is  un- 
available through  governmental 
grants. 

A  New  Test 

A  test  that  may  lead  to  a  method 
of  prolonging  remission  of  acute 
myeloblastic  leukemia  has  been 
developed  by  VCU/MCV  and  the 
University  of  Toronto. 

The  new  test  has  been  found  to 
predict  the  terminal  stage  of  the 
disease  by  an  average  of  3.7 
months. 

"The  test  may  allow  enough 
lead  time  to  treat  patients  with 


strong  chemotherapy  to  prolong 
the  remission  period,"  says  Dr. 
Robert  N.  Taub,  chairman  of 
medical  oncology. 

The  test  is  based  on  findings  that 
Taub  and  Dr.  Michael  Baker  of  the 
University  of  Toronto  made  when 
they  were  both  at  Mount  Sinai 
School  of  Medicine  in  New  York 
City.  In  1973  Taub  and  Baker 
reported  that  the  cancerous  white 
blood  cells  of  patients  with  acute 
myeloblastic  leukemia  have  a  dif- 
ferent chemical  coating  than  nor- 
mal white  blood  cells.  The  new 
test  works  by  detecting  the  chemi- 
cal's presence  in  bone  marrow 
through  a  process  that  makes  the 
cancerous  cells  glow  bright  green 
when  examined  under  a  micro- 
scope. 

The  research  has  been  funded 
through  several  grants  from  the 
National  Cancer  Institutes  of  the 
United  States  and  Canada,  the 


Ontario  Cancer  Treatment  and  Re- 
search Foundation  and  the  Medi- 
cal Research  Council  of  Canada. 

$1  Million  Pledge 

The  MCV  Foundation  has 
pledged  one  million  dollars  to  the 
$5.8  million  MCV  Cancer  Center 
building  fund,  according  to  foun- 
dation president  S.  Douglas  Fleet. 

"The  pledge  has  brought  the 
project  within  $850,000  of  the 
needed  $5.8  million,"  said  director 
of  development,  Ralph  M.  Ware. 
Jr.  He  added  that  several  large 
private  gifts,  totalling  $1.5  million 
have  been  made  to  the  project. 

Construction  45%  Finished 

The  new  $60  million  hospital 
building  is  approximately  45  per- 
cent completed,  and  university 
officials  expect  the  project  to  be 
finished  around  mid  to  late  1981. 
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Good  Mothering 

The  developmental  progress  of 
infants  bom  to  teenage  mothers 
has  been  significantly  improved  by 
MCV  nursing  research  specialists 
who  gave  the  teenagers  a  few  tips 
on  how  to  be  good  mothers. 

Several  studies  have  indicated 
that  children  bom  to  teenage 
mothers  have  troubles  with  leam- 
ing,  reading  difficulties  and  be- 
havioral problems.  The  studies 
also  indicate  these  children  are 
shorter  and  weigh  less  when  com- 
pared to  national  averages  for  all 
children. 

"We're  dealing  with  children 
who  are  bearing  children,"  said 
study  co-director  Bemadine  A. 
Clarke,  assistant  professor  in  the 
MCV  School  of  Nursing.  Mothers 
in  the  study  are  between  14  and  17 
years  old  and  their  children  now 
average  two  years  of  age. 

At  the  birth  of  the  babies  the 
nurse  specialists  talked  with  the 
mothers.  "These  young  parents 
are  still  leaming  about  themselves, 
so  we  help  them  to  learn  about 
their  babies,"  said  Clarke. 

The  simple  observations  that 
were  relayed  to  14  of  the  mothers 
in  the  project  seem  obvious. 
"They  were  apparently  important 
to  the  mothers  because  their  chil- 
dren were  statistically  at  a  higher 
level  of  development  at  one  month 
of  age  than  were  the  children  of  17 
mothers  in  the  control  group,"  she 
said. 

Within  three  days  following  the 
baby's  birth,  Clarke  and  project 
co-director  Esther  M.Tesh  had 
shown  the  mothers  how  to  awaken 
and  talk  with  the  baby,  and  how  to 
console  it.  They  demonstrated  the 
cuddliness  of  the  baby,  gave  the 
mothers  a  mobile  designed  to  visu- 
ally stimulate  the  baby,  and  intro- 
duced the  mothers  to  their  chil- 
dren's early  abilities  to  respond  to 
visual  and  audible  stimulation. 

When  the  children  were  a  month 
old,  the  nurses  again  talked  with 
the  mothers  to  tell  them  what  to 
expect  from  the  child  during  the 
next  three  months. 

Later,  a  third  meeting  was  held, 
four  months  after  birth,  to  deal 
with  what  the  mothers  could  ex- 
pect as  the  child  leamed  to  move 
around. 


The  project  was  conducted  as  a 
part  of  a  6-year,  $338,000  nursing 
research  development  grant  given 
to  the  MCV  School  of  Nursing  in 
1974  by  the  U.  S.  Public  Health 
Service  Division  of  Nursing. 

I-A  Institution 

The  Govemor's  Office  has  des- 
ignated VCU  as  a  Class  I-A  in- 
stitution of  higher  leaming.  The 
move  from  II-A  classification  was 
made  on  the  recommendation  of 
the  State  Council  of  Higher  Edu- 
cation. 

VCU  becomes  one  of  three  in- 
stitutions in  Virginia  to  hold  the 
I-A  ranking,  the  others  being  the 
University  of  Virginia  and  Virginia 
Polytechnic  Institute  and  State 
University. 

Two  major  criteria  qualify  in- 
stitutions for  this  I-A  status.  First, 
the  institution  must  have  50  or 
more  doctoral  candidates  each 
year  and  second,  at  least 
$10,000,000  must  be  acquired  each 
year  in  non-state  funds  for  re- 
search. 

There  are  currently  16  Ph.D 
programs  offered  at  VCU,  which 
graduated  49  doctoral  recipients 
last  year,  with  more  than  50  candi- 
dates expected  to  receive  the 
doctoral  degree  in  1980. 

In  the  research  area,  VCU  ex- 
ceeds the  required  funding  level. 
In  the  1978-79  fiscal  year,  VCU 
received  over  $23,000,000  in  non- 
state  funds  for  research.  In  addi- 
tion, the  university  has  been  listed 
by  the  National  Science  Founda- 
tion as  ranking  among  the  top  100 
universities  in  the  nation  in  its 
research  effort  and  product. 

VCU  Administers  Aid 

A  $9.6  million  grant  program  of 
the  Robert  Wood  Johnson  Foun- 
dation will  continue  to  be  ad- 
ministered by  VCU  for  the  coming 
year.  The  grant  program  assists 
teaching  hospitals  throughout  the 
nation  to  expand  out-patient  dental 
services. 

Funds  from  the  private  foun- 
dation's four-year  grants  will  be 
used  to  support  emergency,  basic 
and  preventive  dental  services  for 
people  who  now  lack  adequate 
access  to  dental  care. 


Among  results  hoped  for  by  the 
end  of  the  program.  Dr.  John  J. 
Salley  (D.D.S.  '51)  associate  vice 
president  for  research  and  gradu- 
ate affairs  and  program  adminis- 
trator says,  are  "improved  access 
to  dental  care  for  underserved  and 
unserved  population  groups,  and 
fiscal  viability  of  hospital  dental 
services." 


Myles  P.  Lash 


Lash  to  Direct  Hospital 

Myles  P.  Lash  has  been  named 
executive  director  of  the  MCV 
Hospitals  and  assumed  his  duties 
in  mid-May. 

Since  1974,  Lash,  32,  has  been 
responsible  for  the  operational 
supervision  of  the  Ohio  State  Uni- 
versity Hospitals,  a  complex  simi- 
lar in  size  to  MCV's. 

"He  is  a  clear,  concise  thinker 
who  quickly  grasped  the  problems 
that  were  here  and  suggested  how 
they  could  be  handled,"  said  VCU 
president  Dr.  Edmund  F.  Ackell. 
"He  faced  similar  problems  at 
Ohio  State  and  corrected  them." 

Lash  received  a  bachelor  of 
science  degree  in  business  admin- 
istration from  Wayne  State  Uni- 
versity and  a  master's  degree  in 
hospital  administration  from  the 
University  of  Michigan's  graduate 
school  in  public  health.  Prior  to  his 
work  at  Ohio  State's  hospitals,  he 
was  an  instmctor  in  the  univer- 
sity's graduate  program  in  hospital 
and  health  services  administration 
and  special  assistant  to  the  direc- 
tor of  hospitals. 
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Booster  Shots 


Three  MCV  specialists  are 
among  the  first  group  of  20  scien- 
tists in  the  nation  who  received 
certification  from  the  American 
Board  of  Medical  Laboratory  Im- 
munology of  the  American 
Academy  of  Microbiology,  since 
the  board  became  active  as  a 
certifying  agency  a  year  ago.  Of 
300  physicians  and  scientists  who 
applied  for  certification,  40  met 
qualifications  to  take  the  written 
and  oral  tests  administered  this 
year. 

Dr.  Mario  R.  Escobar  and  Dr. 
Charles  W.  Moncure,  (M.D.  '63; 
resident  surgical  pathology)  co- 
directors  of  the  immunopathology 
section  and  Dr.  Gilberto  E.  Rod- 
riguez, director  of  the  pediatric 
allergy  and  immunology  division 
were  certified  as  diplomates. 

The  new  certification  program 
establishes  qualifications  of  indi- 
viduals who  serve  as  directors  of 
clinical  immunology  laboratories. 


A  grant  to  halt  recurrence  of 
acute  lymphocytic  leukemia  has 
been  received  from  the  American 
Cancer  Society.  The  grant  of 
$95,830  will  be  used  to  detect 
recurrence  of  the  disease  in  pa- 
tients who  have  undergone 
therapy. 

Dr.  Saul  Yanovich,  assistant 
professor  of  medical  oncology  and 
director  of  the  research  program, 
noted  that  approximately  60  per- 


cent of  the  patients  now  survive 
five  years  or  more,  and  many  are 
considered  cured.  But  he  also 
stressed  that  acute  lymphocytic 
leukemia  can  reappear  during  or 
after  the  therapy,  because  of  the 
development  of  a  drug  resistance 
by  the  leukemic  cells. 

"A  major  goal  in  our  study  is  to 
predict,  at  an  early  stage  of  the 
process,  which  patient  is  going  to 
develop  recurrence  of  the  dis- 
ease," said  Yanovich,  "allowing 
for  a  change  in  therapy  and  control 
of  the  disease  once  again." 


Dr.  Boyd  W.  Haynes,  (resident 
surgery  '46)  director  of  the  burn 
unit  at  the  MCV  Hospitals  since 
1953,  has  received  the  Harvey 
Stuart  Allen  Distinguished  Service 
Award  of  the  American  Burn 
Association.  The  award  is  given 
annually  to  the  physician  who  is 
considered  outstanding  in  his  con- 
tributions to  bum  therapy. 

This  is  the  most  prestigious 
award  in  the  field  of  burn  treat- 
ment and  Haynes  was  the  eleventh 
person  to  receive  the  honor.
